Attacks of entente forces on the plains 
south of Monastir, on the Macedonian 
front, .were defeated yesterday, with 
heavy losses, it also is announced. A

The announcement follows: 

“Front of Archduke Charles Francis—

Taking of Testimony Begins in 
Trial ot Prosecutor Accused 
of Wife Murder.

Prosecuting Attorney of Buchanan 
County, charged with the murder of his 
wife, who was beaten to death in her 
home here the night of July 14 last, was 
started in the Criminal Court befofte 
Judge Thomas F. Ryan today. Bart 
Lockwood. special prosecutor, in his 
opening statermnent to the jury, charged 
tnat McDaniel killed his wife because 
of the fear of separation threatened by 
is infatuation for another woman. 
Dr. John J. Wisser, actin Coroner 
at the time of the murder, ‘Was the 
first witness called this afternoon. 
He said he went to see Oscar MéDan- 
iel at his home about an inquest, but 
did not hold one. It has been charged 
by the State McDaniel strongly op- 
posed an inquest and the body had to 
te exhumed so it might be examined. 

“Were you asked vour official per- 
mission to allow her to be buried?’ 
Lockwood asked. 

“lt was not,” the-Coroner answered. 

Judge Strop of McDaniel's counsel 
objected strongly.

“McDaniel advise gme to held off on 
any inquest. I said % him: ‘McDaniel. 
public opinion is getting preity strong.

Wisser testified. "ell, Wisser,’ he 
said, ‘I think I'm the onlv witness 
in this case now, and I think we'd as 
well wait until something more is 
known.’ ”’ 

He called McDaniel again later to 
tell him he had decided to hold an in- 
meee. 

“What was the conversation?’ 

‘““‘He requested me to tell the néwspa- 
pers that he (McDaniel) had requested 
an inquest. [ said: ‘No. I can’t do 
that, McDaniel. That is not right.’ ’’ 

Dr. J. lL. Cox, police surgeon, who 
was at the McDaniel home on duty 
the night of the murder, was called 
and Lockwood attempted to estab- 
lish that McDaniel’s story of finding 
his wife on the floor was impossible. 
Dr. Cox said there was no dust on her 
nightgown, and that tlood on the 
floor could not have come from her 
head if it had been lying on the floor. 
McDaniel stated he picked his wife 
from the floor when he found her. 

“In my opinion, she was not on the 
floor.”’ the physician declared. 

Judge Strop ebjected to Lockwood's 
question whether Dr. Cox believed a 
right or aie tleft-handed man had 
etruck the blows that killed Mrs. Mc- 
Daniel. McDaniel is left-handed. 

“T believe a left-handed man struck 
the blow.” the doctor said. 

A crowd went to the court house long 
before the opening. of court. Twelve 
policemen were on guard to prevent the 
entrance of anyone carrying Aveapons. 
Mrs. Sarah Moss and Miss Aileenc 
Moss, mother and sister of Mrs. Mc- 
Daniel, were seated on the State's side 
of the attorney's table in the courtroom, 
while opposite them sat Miss Maude 
McDaniel, a sister, and G. W. Isaacs, 
brother-in-law of the accused Prosecut- 
ing Attorney.

unfortunately shameless has been said 
sbout Mr. Wilson, and his election is 
hailed as one no German may bDelittle.’’ 

The editorial writer, who quoted lib- 
erally from PreSident Wilson's books to 
show from them his high character and 
ideals, says regarding the President's ef- 
forts in the direction of peace: 

“This man so falsely regarded, so fool- 
ishly defamed, looms up as no other who 
is Visible today.’

policy would not have permitted it to 
exercise,’ says a feature article in the 
Daily News written by Alfred G. Gardi- 
ner, the editor, who in emphasizing the 
indebtedness of the entente allies to the 
United States in the matter of munitions 

says: 

“We rejoice in the election of the 
most sagacious statesman American 
politics has thrown up since Lincoln.

MRS, BRITTON DEPOSES 
HUSBAND SHE SUES 


Wants Divorce—Assumes Presi- 
dency of National League 
Baseball Team. 


Mrs. Helene H. Robison Britton, pria- 
cipal owner of the St. Louis Cardinals 
baseball club, who yesterday sued to di 
vorce Schuyler P. Britton, president of 
the club, told reporters that she brought 
the action only after she had given her 
husband many opportunities to change 
his ways. Once before she sued him for 
a divorce in Cleveland, their former 
home, but they were reconciled and Mrs. 
Britton subsequently elected § Britt.n 
president of the baseball club, of which 
she owns 76 per cent of the stock, inher- 
ited from her uncle, Stanford Robison. 

Scpurated Five Days Ago. 

The Brittons were married Oct. 2%, 
Io1, in Cleveland, where they lived be- 
fore coming to St. Louis, and separated 
five days ago. They have two children. 
Frank De Hass Britton. 14 years old, 
and Marie Britton, 9 years old, whose 
custody the mother asks. 

Mrs. Britton alleges in her petition 
that her husband was addicted to drink 
and that when Intoxicated he would in- 
dulge in boisterous language towards 
her. She also avers that he brought 
into their home at 4215 Lindell boule- 
vard persons who were ‘“‘of loud, vulgar 
and uncouth manners."’ For many 
years, she asserts, he displayed a total 
lack of affection for her and at times 
treated her with great brutality, some- 
times striking her. She also alleges 
that he failed to provide for herseif 
and thefr children, and that his con- 
cuct was such as to impair her personal 
fortune. 

The plaintiff aiso @ers that at 2 
6, Britton 
arrived home and caused a disturbance 
by pounding on the front door. He did 
not get in and the next day he returned 
and caused another disturbance, she 
says, on which occasion Mrs. Britton 
told him to go away. 

At a meeting of the directors of the 
baseball company this morning Mrs. 
Britton was elected president of the 
club, following the reading of the resig- 
nation of her husband, which has been 
in her possession since his election. It 
was announced she would be the per- 
manent head of the club.

Lull in Hostilities Would Come

BERLIN, via London, Nov. 1-—The 
movement for peace negotiations, ac- 
éording to reports from the Swiss fron- 
tier, which were printed by the Koel- 
nische Zeitung, is about to assume def- 
inite shape in the form of a joint call 
from various neutral governments to 
the belligerents asking them to send 
delegates to a peace conference. The 
reports assert that several European 
neutrals are already in touch with the 
American Government and that various 
belligerents have been sounded on tne 
proposition of a conference. 

According to this story, the confer- 
ence would necessarily open its sittings 
without an :rmistice being proclaimed, 
interruption of hostilities coming only 
‘after it was established that the nego- 
tiations are apt to be crowned with 


success. 


German Chancellor’s Speech “a Break 
in Clouds,” Says London Nation. 

LONDON, Nov. 18.—The Nation, which 
is an advocate of a moderate pence, de- 
scribes the German Chancellor's recent 
speech as a “break in the clouds.” The 
newspaper suggests that it offers the 
United States an opportunity to talk to 
Europe as follows: 

“The war has not been concluded, but 
your statesmen are beginning to be talk- 
ative. Your ideas do not appear quite 
incompatible, for you all seem to want 
peace and wish to base it on justice and 
a scheme of common organization and 
counsel. Can I help clarify them? Can 
I take you a step beyond? Your repre- 
sentatives assert that they did not want 
the war and that they have a common 
notion of how they wish to live together 
after the war. Can I help find out for 
you whether the security you all seek 
has been advanced by your various defi- 
nitions of {t?’’ 


. The Nation then adds: “‘We could not 
resent such an attitude, and if, as we 
believe, peace should be moderate as re- 
gards territory and sweeping as regards 
‘the future organization of states, we 
should have one substantial reason for 
welcoming it. For it is clear that force 
alone cannot determine such a change 
in state relationship. It must be the is- 
sue of good will.”’

MANHEIM, Germany, Nov. 16, via 
London, Nov. 18.—Two friendly rivals are 
competing in almost feverish haste, on 
the one hand turning out the largest, 
fastest, best and most effective cruis- 


ers of Germany’s rapidly incpeasing 
fleet of superdreadnoughts of thé air, 
and on the other hand in the midst of 
war, planning and working to be the 
first to achieve for Germany the fame 0% 
an historic world event—a transatlantic 
airship flight. 

The rivals are Count Zeppelin, now 78. 
and the much younger Councillor, Prof. 
John Schuette, for many years a marine 
onstruction engineer and director of the 
North German Lioyd, inventer and 
builder of the Schuette-Lanz, the little 
known but most modern type of Ger- 
many’s aerial dreadnoughts, 

Technically and structurally both ap- 


pear to have solved the problems in- | 


volved. Both could send their latest war 
cruisers, transformed into peaceful 
“mercantile liners of the air,’’ from Ger- 
many with a reasonable assurance of 
their reaching America. 

Plans for Greater Ships. 

Both, however, have plans ready for 
building more titanic airships, especial- 
ly designed to carry the German flag 
and greetings to America. Prof. Schuette 
even has his captain and crew picked 
out, whose one desire, if they survive 
the war, is to make the first aerial voy- 
age to America ina a eee 

Germany, I am told, cankot spare 
either one of the latest Schuette-Lanz, 
or Zeppelins, to emulate In the air at 
this time what the Deutschland did un- 
der the sea. Both the zeppelin and 
Schuette-Lanz airship building yards are 
working at capacity for a more impor- 
tant and vital goal at present; namely, 
the defense and preservation of the Fa- 
therland. There may be a change in this 
view later, but present indications are 
that the epoch-making event of connect- 
ing Germany with America by an aerial 
bond will await the coming of peace. 


. "To cross the North Sea and the At-/ 


lantic from Germany to America in one 
of our ships is not only possible but prac- 
tieable,’’ declared Prof. Schuette to me. 
“All the technical problems for such an 
undertaking have been solved, and it 
wlil be much easier to carry out such a 
plan than it was for the Deutschland to 
make her epoch-making voyages. It re- 
quires but three things: 

‘Finances to build the ship, the sanc- 
tion of the German military and naval 
authorities to make the trip and an air- 
ship harbor near New York or Wash- 
ington to house the mercantile liner of 
the air when she arrives.”’ 

I asked if one of his latest 
Schuette-Lanz’’ titans of the air 
reach America. 

“From the Azores easily, and with very 
favorable weather conditions probahl,; 
even direct from Germany; but without 
absolute knowledge of mid-Atlantic me- 
teorological conditions one cannot count 
upon that, and one must be prepared to 
meet unfavorable winds. For such a 
historic voyage a specially designed mer- 
cantile air liner would be built by me, for 
which plans and designs are practically 
ready.”’ 

Not Likely During War. 

Today I saw a sketch and drawings 
of this projeeted Germany-to-America 
airship. 

“Will you undertake to send one of 
your airships to America in the near 
future’ I asked Prof. Schiiette. 

“Tl believe that is utterly out of the 
question during the war. Our shipbuild- 
ing yards, andahdoubtedly those of 
Count Zeppelin also, are so crowded with 
the work of building for the army and 
navy that we cannot spare the time nor 
the men to commence this special Ameri- 
ca Schuette-Lanz. 

“There are no assurances that 
British wduld not attempt to bring 
down such a peaceful mercantile air 
oe: gnd it is extremely doubiful that

EL PASO, Tex., Noy. 18—A Chinese 
refugee who arrived in Juarez late last 
hight on the Mexican Central passenger 
train brought a report from Jiminez, 
Chihuahua, that virtually all the for- 
eigners in Parral had been killed by 
Villa bandits. 

The Chinese said those killed included 
the American, German, Chinese, He- 
brew, French and Arab residents of the 
mining camp. He also said a brother- 
ir-law of Theodore Hoemuller, at Jimi- 
nev, had received confirmation of the 
Killing ‘of Hoemuller, a German, and his 
family in Parral. 

The refugee added that the general 
belief in Jiminez was that Edgar Kock, 
German consular agent in Parral, had 
been killed at Santa Rosalia. Five 
Americans are known to have reached 
Cullacan, Sinaioa, from Parral. 

United States Government representa- 
tives here have also received practically 
the same report from a Chinese refugee 
who arrived in Juarez Thursday night. 
These reports agree that Villa and his 
bandits, after occupying the mining 
town, ordered the foreigners. kiked, 
looted the stores, arrested many of the 
natives and held them for ransom and 
committeed other depredations. 

The Chinese refugee who arrived last 
night said at least 20 Chinese h been 
killed in Parral and that 15 Arabs, He- 
brews and Syrians had been put to 
death. He didnot know the number 
of the other foreigners who were killed, 
although he said another Chinese who 
fled from Parral had told him in Jimi- 
nez that “all the foreigners had been 
put to death.” 

A message received by the Alvarado 
Mining and Milling Co. last night stated 
that Leslie Webb and four other Amer- 
icans, who left Parral prior to the eva- 
cuation of the town by Carranza troops, 
had arrived safely in Guliacan. The 
members of the party were: T. G. Haw- 
kins, Jr,, Bernard McDonald, Howard 
Gray and A. W. Morris. 

These Americans are believed to have 
left Parral on Nov. 2 and to. have 
traveled overland to the west coast, a 
distance of approximately 400 miles.

“Personally, L, would almost guarantee 
that if one of our Schuette-Lanz war 
cruisers over England were to fall al- 
most undamaged into the hands of the 
British they could not build a duplicate 
and successfully operate one like it in 
two years.” 

So many rumors and reports, even 
fantastic tales, of a German airship com- 
ling to America in the near future fol- 
lowed the Deutschland event that I de- 
termined to ascertain whether anything 
were back of it all. The Chicago story 
of two gigantic airships ready in Ger- 
many, named Germany and America, 2 
make the transatlantic trip, especialiy 
designed to surprise America and the 
world some fine morning, as did the 
Deutschland, was denied in airship 
building circles. 

There is no reason to question the 
denial. As Prof. Schuette described to 
me the element of surprise in the trans- 
atlantic journey is almost precluded, un- 
less Germany “were willing to take 2 
chance and give a $1,000,000 prize to the 
elements upon the air liner’s arrival in 
America.” Unlike the Deutschland, 
which could slip into any port, such a 
titanic transatlantic air liner calls for 
an enormous aerial harbor or shed, a 
specially constructed building which 
could hardly be kept secret. 

Prof. Oswald Schuette, together with 
Chief of Construction Krackenberg, has 
explained to me ‘some of the details of 
the transatlantic Schuette-Lanzg airship. 
- To provide against the possible disas- 
ter in an involuntary descent upon the 
sea, two large lifeboats will swing on 
either side of the airship. Amidships 
there will be a stateroom with double 
decker berths, dining and sitting rooms. 
There is no smoking room on the trans- 
atlantic aerial liners as now planned, 


The Professor estimated that with only 
the regular crew ahd-the necessary 
gasoline for that length of time he 
could take 300 passengers to America on 
1)-hour excursions. 

“And the cost?’ I suggested. 

“This mercantile air liner will cost 
about 4,000,000 marks (about $1,000,000), 
the harbor or shed in New York prob- 
ably 2,000,000, the necessary gas instal- 
lation probably another 1,600,000 marks.”’ 

Prof. Schuette declared the record 
time in crossing the Atlantic would be 
made from America to Germany, not 
from this side, because there would be 
more favorable winds coming this way. 
Heo said that his newest super-Schuette- 
Lanz, if it were in America, cOiu:ia read- 
ily make the historic crossing if it 
started from over there. 

Prof. Schuette is no visionary. As a 
scientific man he does not believe .s 
do some enthusiasts, that airships will 
ever figure as commercial passenger 
carriers b ‘ween the old and new world. 

‘Practically considered, I think that 
will long remain a dream,’’ said he. ‘'I 
cannot as yet see commercial success in 
aerial transportation. Commercially 
there is no place for the airship. The 
attempt in Germany to commercialise 
airships through the novelty of aerial. 
excursions was a dismal financial fail- 
ure. In America it might be made ‘o 
go, even pay, for a few years, but not 
after the novelty had worn off, 

“Commercially successful transporta- 
tion today is a question of car ing the 
largest possible quantities at a minimum 
ecsat. With airships it is just the re- 
verse. 


Zeppelin have to close down many of 
your yards?” 

“That is a question I have speculated 
about, but I know nothing. I take the 
stand that the construction of success- 
ful German airships cannat always be 
kept secret and that in the course ot 
years of intensive experiments, trials 
and building that are sure to follow 
nliong these lines, it cannot be said that 
they,,can never build or develop similar 
craft. 

"Whether the Government will insist 
on confining our building of Schuette 
Lanz airships to the limits of Gerniany’s | 
needs, I cannot tell. It is not likely that 
we would desire or be permitted to 
build for any of the countries. with 
whom Wwe are now at war. 

“If there is one country for which 
we might be permitted to build, it is 
America, with whom we are never like- 
ly to come to conflict. It would then 
chiefly be a question of binding assur- 
ances of some kind that our airships w::! 
never get into the nands of our-enemiex 
through America.”’ 


Lifeboats on Airship. 

‘Quite protably some,of your enter- 
prising millionaires, especially those, 
perhaps, who have steam yachts and 
therefore could use the same crew for 
both crafts, would be quite financially 
able, no doubt eyen willing to maintain 
an airship yacht, if they could obtain 
one, but as competitors of railways are 
rot likely to figure in our day. The ex- 
pense of maintenance is too great.” 

if 1 understood Chief Constructor 
Krackenberg currectly, it costs approxi- 
mately $250 a day for gas alone when an 
airship is in operation, not to mention 
benzine, oil, the wages of the crew, the 
maintenance of the speed, etc. 

Armed with a letter from the then Am- 
| bassador Leishman, Prof. Schuette in 
Washington, in 1912, laid some of his 
plans before the Navy DepartMhent. Ja- 
‘pan was in negotiation with him to buy 
a Schuette-Lanz,, then under construc- 
tion, or a dupli@ition of it. The German 
Government, however, forbade Schutte 
or Lanz to build an airship for Japan, 
Engiand, France or Russia, but the pro- 
hibition did not include the United 
States, with whom it was considered 
Germany would never be at war. Our 
Navy Department officials, however, 
were skeptics. 

‘Today, T imagine they might be i4- 
clined to talk to me,’ remarked Prof. 
Schuette with a smile. “With vour vast 
coast line, and Porto Rico, Panama aru 
Hawali, 15 airships of the super-type, at 
a lost of less than $15,000,000 and sheds 
at £10,000,000 more, which is less than the 
cost of three fast warships, could do the 
work of an entiré fleet of scout cruis- 
ers and many torpedo flotillas in recor - 
naisance. . 

“Four stations, with two aerial scouts 
éach, would do for the Atlantic coast 
with two atations on the Pacific* coast, 
and one each at Honolulu, Panama and 
Porto Rico. 

“With our success, other countries are 
almost certain to develop similar craft. 
It is undeniable that no other country co 
far has been abie to build airships that 
can in the smallest manner compare 
with those of Germany. We have a tre- 
mendous lead, which doubtless we will 
hold for some time, but ih view of the 
rapid development of the Schuétte-Lans 
singe since 1912 it would be asserting 
oo mych to say that scientific engineers 
“ other countries would not have in-:

John T. Barker would attempt to show 
its reason for “prosecuting this man 
for the murder of his wife.” 

Mrs. McDaniel was said to have con- 
templated obtaining a divorce, ‘‘on the 
grounds of infidelity and infatuation 
for at least one other woman,’’ after she 
‘had suffered in silence for weeks and 
months.” Lockwood declared the slain 
woman to have been deeply religious, 
caring only for her children and home, 
whiie her husband “commenced to grow 
in politics and ceased to be as interested 
in her as he had been.” 

Lockwood told of McDaniels’ frequent- 
ly-related story of the events of the 
night of the murder which related to 
the effect that he discovered his wife 
was dying on returning home after hav- 
ing been called away shortly after 11 
c’eclock by a fake telephone call, pur- 
porting to come from his brother. Lock- 
svood said he would attack this with 
testimony that would show McDaniel 
received no telephone call from down- 
town and that other testimony would 
prove that it would have been impossi- 
ble for anyone to enter the McDaniel 
home through the basement and down- 
stairs rooms, as the Prosecuting Attor- 
ney has declared. The threatening let- 
ter received by McDaniel a week before 
the murder, the statement declared, ‘‘was 
exhibited and showed at every oppor- 
tunity in order to have it understood, 
when the murder was accomplished, 
that threatening letters had been re- 
ceived.”’ 

Burglar Theory Scouted. 

The theories that a burglar might have 
killed Mrs. McDantiels or that she was 
slain by someone for spite against her 
husband were scouted by Lockwood. 

‘The testimony will show that at 10:30 
o'clock to 10:45 that night a terrible 
scream was heard in a woman's voice, 
from the McDaniels home,” the speak- 
er declared. “and the evidence will be 
convincing that he came out of his 
home a few minutes later. From the 
three wounds on Mrs. McDaniels’ head, 
‘rou, gentlemen of the jury, will be sat- 
isfied that the person who killed Mrs. 
McDaniels did so purposely, because 
either wound, perhaps, have caused 
death, and the murderer, not satisfied, 
inflicted two more.”’ 

The slain woman made only a slight 
gurgling sound as she lay in a hospital 
bed before dying the next morning, 
Lockwood said. 

Lockwood declared the indicted man 
had obtained insurance on his wife's 
life, without having conferred with her, 
two months before the murder. He de- 
clared aiso that McDaniel, after his 
wife had been attacked, spent several 
minutes telephoning to friends, ‘‘prepar- 
ing his alibi rather than ministering to 
his wife."’ Testimony will show, the at- 
torney declared, that Mra. McDaniel had 
been murdered on the egge of the bed in | 
her room,

Says Rumanians Ran Away With 
Bait, but Believes German 
Army Has Lost Old Power.

NEW YORK, Nov. 18.—Great Britain 
Ns, prépared to lose 1,900,000 soldiers next 
summer in attacks of even greater mag- 
nitude than those on the Somme, accord- 

ing to Frederick Palmer, the American 
War correspondent with the British army 
in France, who arrived here yesterday 
on the Neleuw Amsterdam. Palmer said 
he had learned this on high authority 
and also had ascertained that British 
-troope on the western front will have 
twice their gun power by 1917. 

Palmer believes the decisive action of 
the war will take place on the western 
front. He said his observations convince 
him Germany finally must weaken, for 
the continuous pounding in ever-increas- 
ing proportions ultimately must crush 
her armies. He declared that the allies’ 
Generals have not figured on a break 
just now in the German lines. Instead, 
they plan merely to Gent them here and 
there and make the dents greater at 
every opportune time. It is absurd, he 
@eclared, for anyone to think that 
France is near exhaustion. 

Palmer commented on the situation in 
the Balkans, where, he said, the impett- 
ous rush of Rumanians into Transy!- 
vania caused anxiety to French and 
British officers in the west, who thought 
for a time it would result in Rumania 
becoming another Servia or Belgium. The 
fighting on the eastern front, as com- 
pared with that in France, he remarked, 
was actually tame. 

Soldiers Like “Big Show.” 

‘‘All winter the offensive on the west- 
érn front will continue,’’ Palmer said. 
3 Iwery time the weather favors the 
French and British, who have the guns 
and shells for it, will turn on their cur- 
tains of fire—whirlwind curtains, creep- 
ing curtains, double and treble and 
quadruple curtains—and the infantry 
will charge under cover of this canopy 
of death and tear off another gain of a 
mile or so of front and a thousand pris- 
oners or more. Attacks for a few hun- 
dred yards of front have gone out of 
fashion. In attacks on a big scale losses 
are relatively less and the bag of pris- 
oners bigger. Then, the soldiers all like

for something. 

“When spring comes the French and 
British will continue their offeysives 
with. more and more ammunition and 
the Italians will continue theirs.

They would not 
ligen to the advice of the Allies’ com- 
manders They wanted Transylvania 
and started through the passes to take 
it, closing their eyes to Bulgaria. In- 
deed, thgy thought they had assurances 
that Bulgaria would not join in, but 
nobody ought to know better than they 
that assurances are poor collateral in 


the Balkans. 
“The Germans gathered all the Turks 


and Bulgars possible on the one hand 
and on the other all available Germans, 
Austrians and Hungarians, and with the 
best General and every gun that they 
could concentrate attempted another 
drive such as ‘they had made against 
Belgium, Servia and Poland. Expert- 
enced commanders on the western front, 
when they saw what the Rumanians 
were doing, were pretty pessimistic. 
They knew the size of the Rumanian 
army, its inexperience and how it had 
exposed itself over a broad front be- 
fore. the Russians could come to its aid. 
After the fall of Constanza many 
thought that Rumanta might suffer Ser- 
via’s fate as the result of her daring. 

‘‘However, since they were in retreat, 
the Rumaniahs were ready to take ad- 
vice, and welcomed the hundred French 
staff officers who are in Rumania pit- 
ting their skill and inexperienced army 
against German staff skill and expert- 
enced army.

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BRITISH FOOD REGULATIONS 
PROVIDE FOR SEIZURE OF STOCK 


Compensation May Be Fixed Regard- 
less of Market Price, but Al. 
lowing a Profit, 
LONDON, Nov. 18.—The’ official Ga- 
zette publishes an order in council pro- 
viding new food regulations to follow 
those which Walter “Runciman, presi- 
dent of the Board of Trade, announced 
in the House of Commons several days 
ago will probably be put into effect. 
An important provision is one e¢m- 
powering the Board of Trade to requisi- 
tion food on such terms as it may direct 
the amount of compensation payable in 
default of an agreement as to price 
to be determined by a single arbitra- 
tor, who must take into consideration 
cost of production and a _ reasonable 
profit, but without necessarily consid- 

ering the market price. 

The provisions of the regulations give 
the Board of Trade very wide powers,

One of the most interesting events of 
the three-day session was the entertain- 
ment givén in the afternoon at’ the 
Coliseum by more than 3000 children of 
the St. Louis schools. The exhibition 
was in the nature of a rhythmic march- 
and-dance and gymnastic demonstration 
of the physical activities of the classes. 
The Coliseum was filled with visiting 
teachers to witness it. _ 

The program of 16 numbers comprised 
2000 children from the primary grades, 
mpre than 500 from the high schools and 
500 negro children. At times there were 
as many as 500 children on the floor, all 
in drill and going through their evolu- 
tions under the direction of blasts from 
a whistle or the clap of a hand. The 
girls wore white middies and bloomers, 
and designated the schools they repre- 
sented by colored ribbons in the hair 
and colored scarfs around the necks of 
their blouses. The show of excellent 
training was everywhere. There was no 
confusion, no noise, no conversation and 
no lagging of program. 

Arrangements Were Perfect. 

Everything went off with soldier-like 
precision. Most pleasing of all, A. KE. 
Kindervater, physical training supervisor 
of the schools, pointed out, was the joy- 
ous spirit with which the children went 
through the exhibition. 

Some of the girls’ marches were 
veritable zouave drills, while all the 
boys needed were guns and uniforms 
to have become amateyr soldiers. The 
ensemble work of the small and 
larger girls in the dance numbers was 
artistic and evidenced careful train- 
ing. 

One of the delightful numbers was 
the two folk dances for girls, the 
Mountain March and Swedish Clap 
Dance and the Hungarian Proces- 
sional, by 12 classes from the fifth, 


sixth. seventh and eighth grades. At 
times some of the steps came very 


near tho steps dance of modern danc- 
ing and were very effective. The ex- 


hibition by the negro classes was as 
good as any of the others. 

Other classes of the primary grades 
gave exercises in calisthenics, ryth- 
mic games running and jumping, and 
exhibitions with wands and on gym- 
nasium bucks and horses. 

Girls from Central High under the 
direction of Miss Catherine Sullivan 
gave an exhibition of an English 
Shepherd dance in the time of Henry 
VIII. This was one of the daintiest 
contributions to the program. The 
exhibition resembled the dancing as 
seen in professional chorus work. 

The entertainment closed by an- 
other exhibition of the negro pupils 
and consisted of dryland swimming, 


a mye yf paseball game, march tac- 
tics and couple dancing.

In order to get an expression from the 
courts on the matter, a petition for an 
alternative writ of mandadmus was filed 
in the St. Louis Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals {in the name of John H. Smith of 
224 Bowen street, who alleged that the 
two Democratic election judges in the 
Fifth Precinct of the Twelfth Ward re- 
fused to count his ballot. 

John Schmoll, chairman of the Re- 
publican City Committee, accompanied 
by Attorneys Edwards F. Foristel and 
Selden P. Spencer, appeared before 
Judge Reynolds in chambers this morn- 
ing when the petition was presented. 
The Democrats were represented by At- 
torney John Cashman. 

Judge Reynolds took. petition 
morn- 
ing at 10:30 o’clock. The petition con- 
tains specific allegations stating that 
Arthur Poepping and George Younger, 
the Democratic election judges in the 
precinct mentioned, refused to count 
Smith’s vote, and that the ballot is 
now in the possession of the Board of 
Election Commissioners, and that the 
Board has refused to count it. 

George P. Webster, an attorney rep- 
resenting the Republicans, Thursday 
afternoon asked the Board of Election 
Commissioners to count the _ rejected 
ballots. The board refused on the 
srounds that its members have no pow- 
er to go behing the returns and open 
the ballot boxes without an order from 
court.

Officials at Polls Must 
Before Election Board. 


One hundred and ninety-two election 
judges and clerks have been summoned 
to appear before the Election Board at 
2p. m. today to explain how they came 
to count a larger total of votes for the 
candidates for Governor and Public Ad- 
ministrator than the number of names 
on the poll books. The officials whose 
returns are in question are those in 32 
different precincts of the First, Second, 
Third, Fourth, Seventh, Eighth, Ninth. 
Tenth, Eleventh, Twelfth, Thirteentir 
and Fourteenth Wards. 

Chairman Drabelleéof the Election 
Board told a Post-Dispatch reporter that 
the officials will be required to testifv 
under oath, and if they admit that their 
count in any case was in error, the num- 
ber of votes they credited to the several! 
candidates in excess of the number of 
names on the poll books will be reduced 
to correspond to the latter. 

The poll book is supposed to contain a 
list of those voters who cast their balloi. 
As each ballot is returned to the judges, 
it is numbered and placed in the box, if 
accepted. A number corresponding to 
that on the ballot is written in front of 
the voter's name on the poll book. If his 
ballot is rejected it is sealed in a special 
envelope, but a memorandum of the 
number of rejected ballots is made on 
the judges’ statement. The number of 
ballots accepted and rejected should 
equal the number of names on the poll 
books. 

In some precincts, Chairman Drabelle 
said, there was a considerable excess of 
votes counted over the number of names 
on the poll books. These discrepancies 
will be corrected, he says, if the judges 
testify that their original statements to 
the board were erroneous. 

‘The judges certainly have a right un- 
der the law to correct obvious mistakes,’’ 
said Chairman Drabelle. “‘The Election 
Board is required to canvass and certify 
the returns and we can’t do that until 
the several sets of discordant figures 
are reconciled. We can’t make a new 
count, but the judges and clerks of elec. 
tion can lawfully do so.”

Percy Grainger's Musical Innovations and Un-

HEN the much-heralded moment 
W arrived, at the Symphony Or- 
chestra’s concert yesterday after- 
noon at the Odeon, for the performance, 
of Percy Grainger’s “In a Nutshell 
Suite,’’ there was a scene of bust'e on 
the stage such as might be witnessel 
in a theater if the curtain were left up 
during a change of scene. The musi- 
slians pushed back their desks, leaving 
@ vacant area in front, and irto this 
space were dragged from the wings five 
tonal engines of weird aspect. 

To the left was an imposing contriv- 
ance called a narimba, and beside 1t 
stood other sound-making machines re- 
joicing in ‘the titles of marimbaphone 
and .marimba-xylophone. To the right 
were a xylophone and a silver array of 
Swiss staff bells. Behind these instru- 
ments four performers ranked them- 
selves, each equipped with a sr-ail ar- 
senal of hammers, some of wood and 
some, various in size and color, with 
felt ends. In the center was a celesta, 
and near it a grand piano. Behini them 
all was the orchestra of 80 men. This 
ensemble was the formidable apparatus 
required for the expression of tirainger’s 
boisterous genius. 

When the stage was set and Director 
Zach, wearing a broad smile. had as- 
cended his dais, the composer himself, 
present as the program's pjano coloist, 
burst upon the scene with his famous 
“twenty-mile stride ’’ He was surmount- 
ed by the rediant aureole of golden curls 
which have contributed not a little to 
his immense vogue, and vitich have 
caused adoring feminire worshippers td 
christen him ‘‘the Australian sun zca”’ 
and “‘the Siegfried of the piano.” In his 
right hand the “Apollo from the Anti- 
podes”’ brandished a big drumstick, with 
a felt knob of baby blue, and upon this 
weapon the audience gazed in astonish- 
ment. Its. purpose was revealed later 
when the pianist rose from his stocl, 
hent over his instrument, and earnestiy 
belabored the interior organs or the 
piano, causing the strings to emit hol- 
low rumbles and sepulchral moans. 


Last Crv_in Vaudeville. 

The performance of the suite was the 
last cry in vaudeville, the apotheosis of 
the cabaret. Above the orchestra's vio- 
lins and horns sounded the. drone of 
the narimba, the shrill din of the ma- 
rimbaphone, the booming of the marim- 
ba-xylophone, the clatter of the xylo- 
phone, the chiming of the staff bells, 
the celesta’s piercing tinkle and _ the 
piano’s pealing chords under Grainger’s 
powerful hands. 

This number was 
the orehestras new 
for a wider popularity, 
public ‘“‘what it wants.”’ 
the applause won by the suite, the 
public wants very much such musical 
innovations and nnconvgntionallties as 
those supplied by Percy Grainger. In 
size. too. the crowd was one of the 
largest ever attending a Friday sym- 
phony matinee. Grainger’s enthusiasm 
was heated by his reception to several 
degrees above its normal fevered state, 
and he was heard to exclaim after the 
performance: “‘How jolly to play with 
your stunning orchestra!” 

Aside from its novelties, “In a Nut 
shell” proved to be a striking music. 
work, full of robust virility of inspira- 
tion and wholly modern in its emphasis 
upon intricate and energetic rhythms, 
its freedom of harmonies and its me' 
odic swing. The fourth movement, hu- 
morously called “The, Gumsuckers’ 
March,’’ was ragtime of the zippiest 
kind, such as Irving Berlin himself 
might not be ashamed of, and it set the 
whole audience to swaying in time to its 
snappy motion.

He is not one of 
those writers who believe that music to 
be worth while must harrow the em>- 
tions and overspread the soul ‘with 
gloom. On the contrary, his opinion ts 
that the art should add to the gayety 
of nations, and his whole attitude as a 
composer—and also that of his heare’s 
toward his works—might be summarized 
in his favorite phrase: “Great fun!” 
There is little doubt that Grainger is 
the blithest, most joyous composer sinc: 
Mozart. 

Earlier in the program he proved, by 
a masterly performance of Grieg’s lyric 
Concerto in A Minor, that he ranks 
among the leading pianists of the day. 
In the first two movements he was 
charmingly poetic and dainty, and in 
the last he amazed with his tremendous 
power those who knew him only by his 
recital last season at the Woman's 
Club. Haroldd Bauer himself need not 
disdain comparison with Grainger in 
massiveness of chord effects, brilliant 
bravura style and vigor of touch. The 
audience broke at its firgt trial Director 
Zach's new rule ical encores in the 
middle of the program, and insisted 
that the soloist, after declining half a 
dozen times, should play once more. He 
responded with Grieg's ‘To Spring,”’ 
played in a way corroborating the story 
that the Norwegian master once said 
Grainger interpreted his works more 
perfectly than any other pianist. 

The other works on the program were 
Richard Strauss’ early tone poem, ‘‘Don 
Juan,” the best played and most musi- 
cal orchestral number of the concert: 
and a ‘first time’’ performance of a 
fantasy suite, “The Sphinx,.’’ by a St 
Loulsan, Samuel Bollinger. There is no 
doubt that the latter was coldly re- 
ceived by the audience, which was re- 
pelled by its acrid dissonances and 
morbidness of atmosphere.

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REGULATING RAILROAD FINANCE. 

The National Association of State Railroad 
Commissions essumes that some public authority 
will soon be invested with the duty of supervis- 
ing railroad security issues, which assumption is 
a pleasing assurance to the public of the certajnty 
of this much-needed reform. 

However, divisions exist in the association as 
to the authority on which this duty should be 
imposed. The commissions of certain states in- 
sist that supervision should be intrusted to the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. Certain other 
states, led by ex-Senator Bristow of the Kansas 
board, insist that it should be intrusted to the 
state boards. 

Whatever views may be entertained as to the 
rapid extension of the powers" of the Federal 
board which already has restricted the state 
field of general railroad regulation, there should 
be no difference of opinion as to where this new 
power should be placed. It should be made the 
prerogative of a body with a comprehensive view 
of the entire national railroad system, with a 
jurisdiction broad enough to cover the great 
money markets of the country as well as the rail- 
road right of way, with the exhaustive data at its 
command, making intelligent action possible. 

The only bedy fulfilling these requirements is, 
of course, the Interstate Commerce Commission. 
The railroads now complain of the handicap of 

, : f 
49 masters in dictating operating policies. Present 
inconsistencies and hardsh{ps would be multiplied 
many times if they were forced to submit to the 
same number of masters in financial policy. 

The report of Mr. Bristow’s own Kansas board 
on the Frisco reorganization plan is an excellént 
answer to his contention. The board found small 
merit in the plan, but as it had already passed 
the scrutiny of the Missouri board and was cer- 
tain to have effect as applying to a large por- 
tion of the system, the Kansas board, confessing 
its impotence, reluctantly gave its sanction. It 
would have been equally impotent with full 
authority to supervise security issues. 

Approval or rejection of such plans should ap- 
ply to a system as a whole. A different reor- 
ganization plan for each state traversed by the 
system would lead only to financial chaos. 
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DR. VAN HISE ON THE ADAMSON AOT. 
President Van Hise of the University of Wis- 


consin used the reductio ad absurdum on the Ad- 


amson bill. Supposing, he asked, the railroad 
men come back in two years or four years with 
new demands and threaten another strike. What 
will be done? 

Why, if the members of See should utilize 
their power over interstate commerce in an in- 
judicious or oppressive way, the people will al- 
ways have the recourse of looking up the rollcall 
and defeating the members to whose votes they 
object.

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U. BR. TRANSFER THREAT. 
President McCulloch hints that the United Rail- 
ways transfer system may be curtailed if the 
company is compelled to pay its taxes. The per- 
fFistence of the archaic idea that the man who is 
subjected to the inconvenience of a transfer to 


something more than the man enabled by the ar- 
rangement,of the United Railways routes to get 
his continuous ride without change of cars is 
curious. The experience of the company in re- 
sisting the mill tax affords it no encouragement 
in resisting lew providing for the present transfer 
system. 

After subtiucting the tax of 1 mill on every 50 
mills received in fares the company still has an 
advantage of 19 mills over those companies in 
cther cities which make money carrying passen- 
gers for 3 cents and of more than 17 mills over 
those prosperous con!panies that carry passengers 
at the rate of eight rides for 25 cents. Besides, 
the United Railways exacts half fare for children 
at ages at which companies in other cities carry 
them free. 
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VOTES FOR WOMEN IN THE EAST. 

The East’s loss of political power is explained 
ac largely due to the fact that women vote in the 
West. To the extent to which this explanation 
is accepted by the East itself, it will be found 
helpful in promoting the growth of woman suf- 
frage. Those old hard-headed pivotal states 
where they inake politics a business are very slow 
about accepting new ideas, but they: lose little 
time in adopting them when their utility in mag- 
nifying political domination has once been dem- 
onstrated. 

The women in all those Eastern states would 
be voting by 1920 if the party leaders became con- 
vinced that the westward course of the star of 
political empire could be arrested and deflected 
back toward the East by granting equal suffrage. 
Merely to have an even chance with the West may 
compel them to grant it. 
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SCHOOL CHILDREN'S NEGLEOCTED TEETH. 

While the visiting dentists are here, tell- 

ing us how prompt and constant attention to our 
teeth will prevent many ills of the body, it is 
well to remind ourselves of the fact that thou- 
sands of St. Louis children suffer with bad teeth, 
and that the city has made no provision to pre- 
vent this suffering, except in a few cases. 
The latest report of the Board of Education for 
the fisca] vear 1914-1915, page 436, contains a 
table of the physical defects found in the school 
districts under daily inspection. During the year 
a total of 18,344 cases of dental caries, that is, 
decayed teeth, were reported by the inspectors. 
Of these, 305 were cared for by the family physi- 
clan or dentist; the free dental clinic supported 
by the Board of Education, the work being done 
“by dental students, cared for 866 cases, 707 chil- 
ren left school, and the remaining 13,686 chil- 
dren with bad teeth had nothing whatever done 
in the way of dental relief. 

Leading cities of this and other countries are 
committed to free dental work in the public 
schools. To give such attention to 866 only, out 
of a total of over 18,000, is not efficiency. It ts

Now that the Board of Education has been re

dren whose parents are not in a position to pay 
for dental service.

began to learn music. Before he was in his teens he was a better musician 
than his parent. 

But, apart from bruised vanity at being bested at his own game, the fa- 
ther had no intention of letting Galileo become a half-fed music teacher like 
himself. He put n end to this by ordering him to study medicine. 

Galileo hated the thought of being a doctor. And he begged leave to take 
“up the study of mathematics, for which he had an almost insane craving. 
His father retorted that there was no money in mathematics, and no financia) 
future for a mathematician. 

He forbade his son to think any more of so unprofitable 
a Career, and to go ahead studying medicine. But the prob- 
lem of expense came up at this point. It cost much money 
to enter a medica! schoc]. And there was no money in the 
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family treasury. 

So Galileo was unwillingly apprenticed to a cloth dealer. There is no record 
that he scored any success in this vocation. But, while he was supposed to be 
learning how to sell cloth, he was sécretly learning how to draw and paint. 
Then he became wildly fascinated by machinery and by mechanical inventions. 

At last, in some way enough money wes raised to send the lad to, the Uni- 
versity of Pisa to go ahead with his medical course. He hardly knew the first 
rudiments of mathematics—thanks to his father’s command—and even at the uni-' 
versity he was compelled to study his be!oved subject on the sly. 

“. There, too, he speedily won the nickname of ‘“‘the Quarreler.”. Not that he 
went around picking fights, but because he would not believe anything his pro- 
fessors taught him without first arguing it out. 

He wanted to learn things for himself; not to accept them- because other 
people said they were true. If you will remember that less than a century 
earlier people had laughed at Columbus for declaring the earth was round, you 
will understand why some of the “‘truths’’ taught at Pisa were hard for a bril- 
llant boy Ike Galileo to believe unless they were proved. 

One day while he was an undergraduate at the university; young Galileo 
went into the baptistry of the Pisa Cathedral to pray.

‘The lamp was very slowly swinging to and fro in an almost imperceptible arc. 
Galileo wondered why-—since there was no jar to cause the motion. He fell to 
measuring the swing of the lamp by the beats of his own pulse. And his idea 
was born. 

Why should he not invent an instrument which should mark the variations 
and the speed of the human pulse? And from this was born another idea. Why 
should not this same swinging motion of a weight on the end of a bar be used 
to help in making clocks go? 

Almost at once he invented his famous ‘‘Pulselogia.’” And some time later 
followed the first use of the pendulum for clocks. The boy’s career had begun— 
a@ career that was to revolutionize the world of science. Here- 
after he was to labor for posterity. 

Galileo soon afterward was obliged to leave the univer- 
sity after all without his doctor’s degree, because he was 
too poor to pay for such an honor. So Italy lost an obscure 
physician. And the world at large gained a scientific genius. 

By the way, Galileo was born in the same year that Michelangelo died. 
And Galileo died in the same year that Sir Isaac Newton was born. Thus

Broken Bones. 


HEN a bone is broken there are 
VV several things that can be done: 
to make the sufferer more com- 
fortable while you wait for the doctor. 
If the fracture is in the arm do not try 
to get the coat or the waist off in the 
usual manner unless the sleeve is very 
loose and the arm can be pulled through 
it without giving any pain. A sleeve 
that fits at all snugly should be ripped 
open from the shoulder before the gar- 
ment is taken off. 

The first thing to do after the acel~ | 
dent is to get the patient into as com- 
fortable a position as possible and prop 
up the itnjured limb with pillows or 
cushions. Remove the clothing that cov- 
ers the injury and apply cloths wet in 
cold water to keep down the swelling, 
and then wait for the doctor. 

A short stick of any kind, a newspa- 
per folded into a stiff roll, a piece of 
stiff cardboard, can be used for an arm, 
while for a leg a cane, an umbrella, a 
piece of a fence or a branch from a 
nearby tree, will do very well. 

For an injury to the upper arm very 
gently press the bone back in its nat- 
ural position and then bind a splint 
on two sides, the outside and the side 
near the body, with narrow strips of 
cloth torn from the underwear, the 
patient’s necktie, suspenders or anv- 
thing handy. But before putting on 
these splints they must be padded on 
the side next the skin so that they will 
not chafe it. For this you can use 
anything that is soft—a stocking stuffed 
with hay, a plece of blanket, three cr 
four handkerchiefs folded softly. If 
the skin is not broken it won't even é 
matter whether or not they are very; 
clean, but if there are scratches or abra- 
sions, be careful. Support the arm with 
a sling. 

The leg usually breaks in the lower 
part and both bones are involved. it 
is a dangerous injury because the bone 
frequently punctures the skin. If the 
accident occurs at home elevate the 
leg on a cushion, apply wet cloths and 
send for the doctor. If out of doors, 
it should be protected from further in- 
jury in moving the cufferer, but ex- 
treme care must be taken in handling 
it, for the bone {fs very near*the skin 
and it is easy to convert a simple into 
a compound fracture. Perhaps the saf- 
est dressing for an amateur to put’ on 
is to roll a pillow around the leg and 
bind it fast. If you cannot procure a 
pillow or cushion roll two flat splints 
into a sort of hammock with a towel, 
pillow case or any stout piece of cloth, 
and bind the splints at each side with 
the cloth underneath.
